Coolidge Is Re-elected by Unprecedented 
Majority; Will Have 379 Electoral Votes; 


Kyser Wins, Clark and Moore Both Claiming 


President Coolidge has been 
elected to succeed himself by a 
popular majority that is prob- 
ably unprecedented and by a 
majority in the electoral col- 
lege that has been surpassed 
but twice in the history of the 
republic. 

Late returns from doubtful 
states in the West Wednesday 
aiternoon emphasized the mag 
nitude of the Republican sweep 
and assured Coolidge and 
Dawes 379 votes in the college, 
a majority of 118. The two 
occasions on which this figure 
was exceeded were in 1912, 
when the Republican split al- 
lowed Wilson to roll up 435, 
and in 1920, when Harding 
polled 404.— 

i In popular majority, Cool- 
idge is expected to exceed the 
7,000,000 mark established by 
Harding in 1920. Up to this 
afternoon five states had been 
considered doubtful—Arizona, 
Minnesota, Montana, Nevada 
and New Mexico. Late re- 
turns put all but New Mexico 
in the Republican column. 

N Davis appears to have car- 
ried New Mexico by a slight 
margin, this state and Okla- 
homa and Tennessee being the 
only states carried by Davis 
above what James M. Cox car- 
ried. On the basis of these re- 
turns, Coolidge will have 379 
votes in the college, Davis 139 
and LaFollette 13—his native 
Wisconsin. 

New York while giving its 
45 electoral college votes to 
Coolidge and Dawes by a plu- 
rality approaching that at- 
tained by Harding and Cool- 
idge in the republican land- 
slide of 1920 and placing the 
republicans in control of its 
legislature, re-elected Alfred

Mrs. Miriam A. Ferguson, gov- 
ernor. Her neighbors wildly 
acclaimed her election Tuesday 
night, escorting her from a 
newspaper office to her home. 

Although many precincts 
were unheard from the vote 
tabulated was = considered by 
the Fergusons as assuring her 
election. The figures from 
1,474 of the 4,385 precincts in 
the state gave Ferguson 140,- 
824 and Butte 104,683, 

With the exception of the 
fourteenth district, the Demo- 
crats swept the state. 


Returns from 515 precincts 
out of 1.225 in Alabama Wed- 
nesday night give John W. 
Davis a lead of more than 
three to one over President 
Coolidge, The vote stood as 
follows: Davis 51,429, Cool- 
idge 15,844 and LaFollette 
3,987. 

The rest of the world may 
have gone Republican but Ala- 
bama is more solidly Demo- 
cratic than it was four years 
ago. That is the comforting 
thought to state Democrats 
Wednesday as returns filter in 
from the 1,825 precincts in the 
67 counties of the state. 

Davis will carry the state at 
least three to one, as against a 
less than two to one for Cox in 
1920. And counties which 
have been in G. O. P. control 
have come back to their na- 
live heath. That, and the big 
majorities cast for all seven 
state amendments, were the 
big results of ‘Tuesday’s elec- 
tion as far as Alabama is con- 
cerned, -

missioners districts to the 
North, where itis said the 
races were pretty well pepped 
up throughout the day.

Just as the firemen had ex- 
tinguished the flames at the gin 
an alarm came from Cooper’s 
planing mill in West Elba. A 
large pile of shaving next to 
the mill shed had caught in 
some manner, but before any 
damage was done were extin- 
guished.. This would have 
been a most serious fire had it 
not been discovered in time.
